Central American Coun- 


tries Bury The Hatchet 


Deep. 


San Salvador, July 24.—The princi- 


pal clauses of the treaty signed by the 
representatives of the Central Ameri- 
can governments of Guatemala, Salva- 
dor and Honduras are as follows: 


First—Salvador and Honduras 
re- 


turn to a state of peace with Guate- 
mala, forgetting 
past 
differences. 


Therefore they will concentrate their 
armies and disarm them within eight 
days from the date of the signature ot 
the treaty, leaving only the 
troops 


previously stationed in the 
various 


garrison towns and the flying columns 
required for police service. 


Second—The contracting 
govern- 


ments will reciprocally deliver up the 
prisoners of war and take care gratu- 
itously of the wounded in their res- 
pective territories, who are unable to 
return to their homes. All political 
prisoners will also be immediately lib- 
erated, and each delegation will re- 
commend to its government the issu- 
ance of a decree of general amnesty 
so soon as possible. 


Third—The 
high contracting par- 


tics agree to concentrate all the po- 
litical refugees now in their 
respec- 


tive territories or who may hereafter 
enter their respective territories, and 
likewise to watch their conduct so as 
to prevent them from abusing 
the 


right of asylum in conspiracy against 
the order and tranquillity of the coun- 
try from which they emigrated. 


Fourth—Within two months 
from 


date of the signature of the treaty the 
contracting parties will sign a general 
treaty of peace, friendship and 
com- 


merce, etc. 
The capital of Costa Ri- 


ca is designated as the place for the 
fully authorized renr^scntatives of the 
three republic* to meet, in the mean- 
time it is agreed that the internation- 
al stipulations heretofore binding on 
the 
contracting 
parties, especially 


those of the 
second 
pan-American 


conference, will remain in force. 


Fifth—If, as is not predicted to be 


the case, any cf the contracting par- 
ties fail to comply with 
any point 


agreed upon in this treaty, or cause 
new divergencies, these will be sub- 
mitted to the arbitration, appointed 
beforehand, of the presidents of the 
United States and of Mexico, the ar- 
biters to whose decision any new, 
concrete difficulties between Guate- 
mala. Salvador and Honduras will be 
submitted. 


The present agreement is to remain 


under the guarantee of the loyalty of 
the Interested governments and the 
moral sanction of the mediating na- 
tions.

Common People of Rus- 


sia Called Upon to 


Fight For Rights. 


Viborg. Finland, July 24.—Until tho 


last moment it seemed that the desire 
for unanimous adoption of the mani- 
festo would be wrecked. There were 
sharp differences between tho consti- 
tutional Democrats and the 
revolu- 


tionists, the latter wishing to 
pro- 


claim the house in -perpetual session 
and abrogate the allegiance of the peo- 
ple, while the Constitutional 
Demo- 


crats favored the declaration of a pa- 
cific general strike without resort to 
revolutionary measures as a protest 
against the emperor's dissolution of 
parliament. 


The psychological moment which 


changed the minds of the moderates 
was the arrival of Gov. Rechanberg 
with the curt command to disperse or 
take the consequences,(when even the 
more conservative of the Constitution- 
al Democrats, such as M. Petrajitsky 
and 
Prof. 
Hcrtzcnstcin, who had 


made speeches in favor of moderation, 
struck hands with the Radicals and 
the whole .assembly foreswore amend- 
ment or debate and adopted the ad- 
dress which follows: 
"To the people from their -popular 


representatives: 
"Citizens of all Russia, parliament 


has been dissolved by ukase of July 
21. You elected us as your represen- 
tatives and instructed us to fight for 
our couj^ry and freedom. In execu- 
tion of ffur instructions and our duty 
we drew up laws in order to ensure 
freedom to the people. We demand- 
ed the removal of the irresponsible 
ministers who were infringing 
tho 


laws with impunity and 
oppressing 


freedom. First of all, however, 
wo 


wanted to bring out a law respect- 
ing the distribution of land to work- 
ing peasants and involving the 
as- 


signment, to this end, of crown ap- 
panages, monasteries and lands be- 
longing to the clergy, and compulso- 
ry expropriation of private 
estates. 


The government held such a law to 
be inadmissible, and upon parliament 
once more urgently putting forward 
its resolution regarding compulsory 
expropriation, parliament 
was dis- 


solved. 


"The government promises to con- 


voke a new parliament seven months 
hence. 
Russia must remain without 


popular 
representation 
for seven 


whole months at a time when the peo- 
ple are standing on the 
brink of 


ruin and industry and commerce aro 
undermined, when the whole country 
Is seething with unrest, and when the 
ministry has definitely shown Its In- 
capacity to do justice 
to 
popular 


needs. For seven months the govern- 
ment will act 
arbitrarily and 
will 


light against the popular movement 
in order to obtain a pliable, subser- 
vient parliament. Should It 
succeed, 


however, in completely 
suppressing 


the popular movement the 
govern- 


ment will convoke no parliament at 
all. 


"Citizens, stand up for your tramp- 


rights, for popular representa- 


tion, and for an imperial parliament. 
Russia must not remain n dny without 
popular representation. You possess 
the means of acquiring It. The gov- 
ernment has, without the assent of 
the popular representatives, no right 
to collect tnxes from the people nor 
to summon the people 
to military 


service. Therefore you are now tho 
government. The 
dissolved 
parlia- 


ment was justified in giving neither 
money nor soldiers. Should the gov- 
ernment, however, contract loans in 
order to procure funds, such 
loans 


will be invalid without the consent of 
the popular representative. The Rus- 
sian people will never acknowledge 
them and will not be called upon to 
pay them.Accordlngly. until a popular 
representative parliament is summon- 
ed, do not give a kopec to the throne 
or a soldier to the army. Bo stead- 
fast in your refusal. No power can 
resist the united, infloxibl* will of th« 
people. 


"Citizens, in this obligatory and un-
